BERING SBA 
CLAIMS ARGUED 


STATEMENTS BEFORE THE COM- 
MISSION AT VICTORIA. 


SAYWARD CASE LAID OVER. 


Counsel for the United States Protest 
Against Punitive or Aggre- 
gated Damages. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Dec. 1—When the Ber- 
ing Sea Claims Commission met yesterday, 
Gen. Dickinson stated that he had already 
filed an answer in the first case and that 
the others would be put in as soon as they 
were got ready for the printers. He then 
filed a motion to dismiss case No. 26 for 
$62,827.12 for costs of the Sayward case. The 
ground for the motion was that these cases 
were incurred by the Canadian Government 
and not by individuals, and, therefore, the 
claim did not come before the Commission- 
ers within the terms of the convention. In 
case his friends on the opposite side in- 


tended to press the claim he would ask for 
an adjournment pending an answer from 
his Government. 

Mr. Peters expressed surprise at the mo- 
tion and said he certainly intended to press 
the claims. The sum named was actually 
paid by the Canadian Government, which, as 
far as the tribunal was concerned, was the 
British Government, 

Mr. Dickinson stated that such a claim as 
this had no more right to be put in than 
would a claim for the costs of his Govern- 
ment before the Paris tribunal. Costs in- 
curred by individuals might be put in, but 
not costs incurred by either Government, 
They were excluded by the terms of the con- 
vention.

Young Adrin fitted up a neat flat at 1743

ably. For nearly two weeks they lived 
together, apparently happy.

found the house locked and deserted. He 
thought Vesta had gone to pay a visit to 
her mother. He waited and she did not 
return. Then he went to see Mrs. Hum- 
mel. Vesta had not been there, nor did 
her mother know where she was. 

The disappearance was reported to the 
police. They could find no trace of her.

MUCH DEPENDS ON THE SUPREME 
COURT DECISION. 


OF STREETS. 


REGULATION 


If the Laclede Wins They Can Use 
Streets as They Please and 
Not Pay a Cent. 


Rumors of a decision by the United States 
Supreme Court on the mandamus suit of 
the Laclede Gas Co. against the City of St. 
Louis and the probability that such a de- 
cision will be handed down in a few days 
has peculiar interest and may have extra- 
ordinary effects in view of the pendency of 
matters which will be affected by it. 

The Board of Publiz Improvements is in 
tie midst of important work which may be 
plunged into confusion by the decision, 
even if much of it is not rendered null. 

President McMath has good cause to, be 
discouraged, but he isn’t. His four years’ 


experience in that trying position has made 
a philosopher of him. He takes things as 
they come. 

He had just been discussing conduit diffi- 
culties at the Board meeting Tuesday morn- 
ing when a reporter approached him, and 
he was accordingly in a pleasant frame of 
mind. 

When asked what would be the direct 
practical effect of a decision adverse to the 
city, he smiled. The subject seemed to be 
one he enjoyed talking about. 

“The effect,’’ he said, will depend alto- 
gether upon whether the decision is radical 
or conservative. If it is radical it will sim- 
Ply make the Laclede Gas Co. greater than 
the City of St. Louis. We will have to stand 
by and see the streets and alleys, above and 
below the surface, used for a business re- 
quiring the transmission of light, heat or 
power without deriving a nickel revenue 
from it. And besides that, the Laclede Gas 
Co, will have the right to dispose of the priv- 
lege of using the streets and alleys for such 
purposes at such favorable terms as it may 

e able to obtain from other companies en- 
gaged in the same line of business. 

“If the decision accords with the con- 
tentions of the company it will also have 
the perpetual] right to use the streets for 
the transmission of steam or any. other 
heating agency which scientific advance- 
ment may render available for general dis- 
tribution and use. 

The city will not have a word to say. 
It cannot regulate the use of the streets by 
the company and will have no means of 
compelling it to restore to their former con- 
dition streets which have been torn up by 
it. The company will have the power to do 
exactly as it pleases with all the streets 
and alleys of the city and dispose of the 
same right to others. And this for all time. 

“Then, again, the decision may confirm 
the claim that the charter of the company 
is a perpetual one, instead of having ex- 
pired by limitation, as Counsellor Marshall 
contends, but limit it to the purposes for 
which it was originally granted, the use 
of the streets for furnishing gas to its 
customers. 

“The charter of the company was granted 
at a time when the general use of elec- 
tricity for lighting and heating purposes 
was not foreseen, but the company claims 
that the phraseology confers upon it priv- 
ileges extending to this and everything else 
which may ever be used for purposes sim- 
Har to that for which gas alone was used 
in the past.“ 

What will be the effect of a radical de- 
cision on pending prospective conduit leg- 
islation?’’ he was asked. 

“No direct effect, I believe. I do not 
think that the company claims the exclu- 
sive right to the use of the streets for such 
purposes. It will simply be one more, But 
it is useless to speculate. Nobody can tell 
what the decision will be. We have other 
troubles. We will cross that bridge when 
we get to it.“
